CAPTIVE MINES 
LABOR TROUBLE

Johnson Coming- West to 


Woo Farmers Out of 


Dissatisfaction. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31— <#>) — 


Such confidence was shown today 
at NRA that the dangerous captive 
mines labor troubles would meet sol- 
ution in the agreement President 
Roosevelt last night obtained from 
the steel industry that Hugh John- 
son made plans to start his flying 
tour of the west on Saturday. 


Only if the question of Henry 
Ford's compliance with the auto- 
mobile code becomes delicate is the 
recovery administrator likely now 
to change his starting date. 


The primary objective of the trip 
is to make a bold attempt at woo- 
ing the farm belt out of its dissat- 
isfaction with the recovery program. 
The next is to see how NRA is work- 
ing away from the big centers of 
the east. 


The chief worry remaining in con- 


nection with the soft coal mine sit- 
uation was whether order could be 
maintained when the captive mines, 
those operated by steel mills 
for 
their own exclusive use, are 
re- 
opened. The admnistration's infor- 
mation is that roving bands, 
not 
composed of actual strikers and fin- 
anced by unknown sources, are now 
mingled with the miners 


Agreement Accepted. 
The new agreement, accepted last 
night in general terms, required that 
temporarily the existing union con- 
tract enforced at commercial mines 
of the area shall be posted at the 
captive mine and its terms applied. 
Once work is established and main- 
tained without disorder, the men 
will have an opportunity to select 
representatives to draft an agree- 
ment of their own. 
There was. though, a new poten- 
tial trouble-maker before the NRA 


today—the code filed for *nthracit« 
industry. 


First, some big companies had re- 


fused to sign it, objecting to its price 
fixing clause: second, the code con- 
tained no stipulation for a distribu- 
tion of work, third, the agreement 
provided a 48-hour work week whe; e 
as the bituminous coal operators ac- 
cepted 40.

Davis, head of the American dele- 
gation, may jolt the European pow- 
ers into doing something positive on 
disarmament was expressed in arms 
circles here today, 


Davis announced yesterday he

ECAUSE shocking revelations indicating a lack 


of a sense of responsibility have been brought 


out through investigation of banking affairs in some 
of the more populous cities, the sacrifices made by 
bankers and their families to make good losses sus- 
tained through no fault of those individual institu- 
tions, too frequently have been overlooked. 


A case in point comes from 
the

of George P. Sawyer, founder and president of the 
Saline County bank for more than forty years, com- 
pleted repayment of every last cent owing depositors 
in the bank.

JAPAN BECOMES T<ONESOME.

VIDENTLY Japan is becoming; irked at the lone 


position it has occupied since its course in 


Manchuria brought upon it the censure of the other 
nations of the world, thus causing it to withdraw 
from its old associations. Minister of War Araki is 
quoted as advising a conference of powers interested 
in the Far East, so that his nation would have op- 
portunity to explain its real motives in the Man- 
churian campaigns and its reason for leaving the 
League of Nations. 


The minister of war believes, according to his 


statement, that if the other powers could reach a 
genuine understanding of what has 
happened in 


Manchuria they would 
eventually recognize Man- 


chukuo. 


As a matter of fact the nations of the world do 


understand what happened in Manchuria and why. 
It is furthermore believed that most of them have 
little regret at what has occurred, though they can- 
not give open approval of it. It is a recognized fact 
that the governments of China have been unable to 
maintain order in their country and though other 
powers will refrain from saying "Amen" to what has 
been done by the Japanese, they will go no farther 
than they have in expressing disapproval. 


Japan knows how to govern; China does not. One 


reason for this difference is that there is a national 
spirit among the Japanese which does not exist in 
China. There is comparatively little real patriotism 
among the people of the latter country, most of 
whom are so impoverished that they are easily per- 
suaded to join any enterprise that promises loot. It 
is this condition that accounts for the many bands 
of brigands and so called communists with which the 
country is infested. 


The Japanese had large investments in Manchuria 


and wanted that country, so they gave the lawless- 
ness which prevailed therein as an excuse for send- 
ing in their armies and taking possession. All the 
world knows these things, and while it would be bad 
taste to openly voice approval of what has been done, 
there is believed to be little real displeasure. 


In the course of time the powers of the world may 


give recognition to Manchukuo, but it will not be 
done now. The Japanese war minister is-premature 
in his suggestion of a Far East conference.

in a public statement appearing Monday. "We led 
them to believe we could pay them all. We had 
been here too long to do anything else.

So drafts were being prepared Monday to complete 


the last payment due the depositors, amounting in all 
to $119,000, which was the amount on deposit when 
the national banking holiday intervened. There was 
nothing more than a moral responsibility to compel 
the children of George Sawyer to make restitution in 
full. Under the banking laws, their 
liability was 


limited to double the amount of bank stock held by 
them, but the family of this sturdy pioneer was not 
satisfied with complying simply with the 
require- 


ments of the law. Their spokesman told of the re- 
lationship which they occupied to the people who had 
shown confidence and faith in them. It was a recog- 
nition of the real' facts when he said the depositors 
had been led to believe their money was safe and 
they would get all of it. That goes directly to the 
heart of the peculiar position of trust which a bank 
and the banker occupy in the community. 
People 


place their faith in it, and in the man who directs 
it* affairs. It is the one real asset which a bank- 
Ing institution possesses. 


One other sentence deserves to be carved deeply 


In the consciousness of the people, whether engaged 
in banking or in othef occupations or vocations. On 
behalf of the family in explaining the reason the 
children determined to make full payment, regard- 
less of the cost to them individually, James Sawyer 
said: "We had been here too long to do anything 
else." What would have been the result had that 
been the underlying principle of business and in- 
dustry throughout the period of the roaring *20s? It 
is an engrossing speculation. There is the certainty 
that the loose gambling, the reckless chances, the 
feverish speculation which marked the 
boom era 


would never have taken place. The high levels which 
business attained would not have been reached, and 
it would have been better had they not. The huge 
profits—largely on paper—realized by many men, 
creating millionaires overnight with dizzy rapidity, 
giving this country a distorted sense of economics 
that led it virtually into the valley of complete col- 
lapse, would not have added to the troubles. 


It was the accumulated greed and avarice—the em- 


phasis placed upon wealth, which 
America then 


thought should be secured with none too scrupulous 
thoughts concerning the methods—which produced 
the crisis bedeviling the American people. 


Tet, throughout this section of the country, there 


were many bankers who did what the children of 
this pioneer Nebraska financier did. We know of 
one who drew on his own personal fortune to the 
extent of $278.000 to preserve his bank and to make 
it possible for that institution to retain the magnifi- 
cent financial 
standing it always had had. The 


banking abuses did not extend to the farm section to 
the same extent that they were found in the indus- 
•trial regions. There is still the old ideal so splendid- 


WESTERN RAILROADS AHEAD OF PROCESSION. 
THAT the management of railroads operating in 


the central and western regions of the United 


States is more progressive than that of the older lines 
further east has been demonstrated several times of 
late. 


Further evidence of western leadership in the field 


of rail transportation is afforded by the announce- 
ment of pickup and delivery service on less than car- 
load freight in cities and villages to be inaugurated 
on November 1 by one of Nebraska's leading roads. 
The same step will no doubt be taken by others oper- 
ating in this territory. 


No additional charge is to be made for the new 


service, which will include hauling from the shipper's 
place of business to the freight depot and also to the 
business establishment of the consignee at destina- 
tion point. Should the shipper or consignee prefer 
to do his or its own hauling, an allowance of 5 cents 
per 100 pounds will be deducted from the freight bill. 


The arrangement applies for the present only on 


shipments between points within the state of Ne- 
braska, and where the first class rate does not ex- 
ceed $1.23 per hundredweight. The apparent pur- 
pose is to attract short haul traffic to the railroad 
companies which is now handled largely by trucks 
and moving vans. But if the plan works out well it 
may later be broadened to take in longer distances 
and higher brackets in the rate schedules. 


Nebraska carriers are going ahead in this regard 


while the more conservative roads managed from 
New York and New England are still debating the 
proposal. The latter are still under the same old 
mossback management which has dominated them in 
the past. While the majority ownership and finan- 
cial control of* western lines are held by eastern in- 
terests, their operation is mainly in the hands of 
western men who know this territory, its conditions, 
and its people, and who are wide-awake to the need 
of new and better business methods to meet the 
changed requirements of the times. 


It is the western roads, too, that were the first to 


adopt the low excursion rate policy for week ends 
which has helped to bring back some of the pas- 
senger business they were losing to bus lines and 
private vehicles. They have likewise taken the initia- 
tive in scaling down the basic fares for regular trav- 
el, with special concessions on mileage books 
and 


round trip rates. In the east, railroad managers are 
still doubting and debating the advisability of such 
action, and all the time they continue to lose traffic 
to their highway competitors. 


Two of the principal carriers traversing Nebraska 


are about to put into service new high speed pas- 
sengers trains, to be operated by gasoline power, 
combining the motive equipment and the cars in a 
streamlined design wihch will eliminate much of the 
air resistance and enable the trains to make 100 miles 
or more per hour. This rolling stock also will be 
much lighter in weight than that now in use, there- 
by materially reducing costs of operation. These 
trains will be the first of their kind to begin running 
anywhere in the country. 


It is gratifying to western pride to note the aggres- 


sive way in which the railroads of this section are go- 
ing after business by improving equipment 
and 


cheapening transportation costs to win public favor 
and patronage. 
They are miles ahead of the car- 


riers that -serve the effete east.

Relation of the new state law pro- 


viding for the application of delin- 
quent tax funds and the school dis- 
trict's 36-year bond retirement plan 
was vexing school board members 
after their meeting Tuesday morn- 
ing.The law approved May 13. 193?, 
provides tha tthe proceeds derived 
from delinquent property taxes after 
the close of the fiscal year for which 
the taxes are levied shall be applied 
first to pay off any unpaid obliga- 
tion for the fiscal year in which the 
tax was levied. Funds collected ir. 
excess of these obligations shall be 
paid Into a sinking fund to be used 
for no other purpose than retire- 
ment of bonds and the interest on 
them. 


The application of these funds to 


the payment of obligations and the 
retirement of bonds would disrupt 
the plan evolved June 20, 1932, for 
the retirement of about 
$200,000 


worth of school district bonds each 
year for 36 years. Paul F. 
Good, 


member of the board, said he did 
not believe the law was unconsti- 
tutional and that it must be carried 
out.The board referred the problem to 
its attorney, K. O. Williams, for an 
opinion. 


Balance In Treasury. 


It was also brought out that the 
county treasurer's books showed an 
undrawn 
balance owing to

school district of $103.908.40 as of 
June 30. 1933. The corresponding 
figure a year ago was $7,381.01. The

charged there had been "collusion" 
and maintained a $35 a ton would 
be a fair price.

States 


Steel corporation had reduced its 
price, and that when this became 
known the others followed. 


Liquor Ads Barred From 
Mails and Must Be Kept 
Out of the Dry States 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31—(INS)— 


Publications containing liquor ad- 
vertisements will be barred from 
the mails and must keep out of dry 
states after repeal. 


This was tne decision of the post- 


office department Monday, follow- 
ing a decision last week of Attorney 
General Cummings that the Reed 
amendment will remain in force 
after repeal unless congress revokes 
it. 


The Reed amendment 
provides 
that no letter, postal card, circular 
newspaper, pamphlet or publication 
of any kind containing an adver- 
tisement of liquor shall be admit- 
ted to the use of the mails when 
directed to an addresse "at any 
place or point in any state — at 
which it is by law in force in the 
state—unlawful to advertise or so- 
licit orders for such liquors." 
In compliance with the Reed 


amendment, the postoffice depart- 
ment is prepraing for publication a 
notice of the names of ttie states in 
which it will still be unlawful to 
advertise or solicit orders for in- 
toxicating liquors "even if repeal 
should become effective."
